solar radiation, it has been found 


‘by meteorologists that they approxi- 
mate with startling nearness the 
curves of temperature and baro- 
metrifal pressure over certain 
areas of the globe. In other in- 
stances, it has been found, the tem- 
perature and pressure curves travel 
inversely to the curves of solar 
radiation. It has been pcssible to 
divide the earth's surface into dis- 
tinct zones in which these two 
opposing phenomena occur. Thus, 
when the heat from the sun in- 
creases, the meteorologists know 
that certain sections of the globe 
will experience warmer weather 
while others will be visited by drops 
in temperature. Dr. ADbott ex- 
pressed the belief that within the 
next few years all weather condi- 
tions might be forecast with ac- 
curacy up to fifteen days ahead. 


Dr. C. F. Marvin, chief of the 
Weather Bureau, announced that 
while the study of solar radiation 
is a valuable contribution to 
ecience, the weather service has 
not yet accepted the Smithsonian 
experiments as conclusive and 
doubts whether they can be put in 
practical use in forecasting weath- 
er from day to day. 

Dr. Henry Fairfield Osborne of 
the American Museum of Natural 
History, replying to William Bat- 
son, upheld the theory of the or- 
igin of species. Batson, after twen- 
ty-five years of genetic research, in 
an address at Toronto in 1921, 
stated science had witnessed varia 
tions of many kinds, “but no origin 
of species.” Dr. Osborne stated 
that thirty-six years 
paleontological research have solved 
the biomechanical origin of species 
“and there is little to be added by 
discovery. He declared four of the 
nine biomechanical principles of 
the origin of species. “are ob- 
‘served in paleontology only, which 
‘reveals the secular evolution of 
the germ-plasm,. and could never 
be discovered in zoo'ogy, which re- 
veals only the transitory fluctua- 
tions or saltations of the germ- 
plasm.”

Creation of a judicial council, 


consisting of judges of the Su- 
preme, Appellate, Supérior and in- 
ferior courts, whose duty it would 
be to simplify and improve the 
administration of justice. 

Increasing the salaries of the 
Secretary of State, Controller, 
Treasurer, Attorney-General, Sur- 
veyor-General and Superintendent 
of Public Inatructiop’ 

Dec ug the State tax rate 
on short-line steam railroads from 
7 to 6 1-4 per cent. 

Fixing the amount the State 
pays toward the salaries of the Su- 
perior judges at $8000 per year.

CHICAGO, April ‘28.-—Contem- 
plation of “the diminishing fertil- 
ity of our solls, the wasteful meth- 
ods by which we have mined our 
coal and the rapid depletion of our 


forests.”” should challenge census 
estimates of the national wealth. 
Frank 0. Lowden, former Gover- 
nor of Illinols, declared tonight be- 
fore the National Lumber Manu- 
facturers’ Association in conven- 
tion here. 

“A half centu ago the great 
pine forests of the Lake States 
counted for little in our estimate of 
national wealth,” Mr. Lowden 
sald. These forests have almost 
disappeared, and yet, measured by 
dollars, the remnants of these for- 
este in the Unten States are ac- 
counted more valuable than the 
unbroken virgin forests of an ear- 
lier day.” 

The speaker commented on the 
fact that lumbermen had chosen 
“American Forest Week" as theme 
of their convention. He questioned 
whether the American claims to 
pride in “the richest nation on the 
xiobe” waa not a delusion in the 
light of the vanishing forests and 
Other natural resources. 

Mr. Lowden read a communica- 
tion from President Calvin Cool- 
idge, commenting on the observ- 
ance of National Forest Week by 
the lumbermen's convention. The 
co-operation of civic and commer- 
clal interests, the communication 
said, “ia the most effective way to 
deal with the whole question of 
forest protection, preservation and 
propagation.” 

“It may be doubted.” the com- 
munication continued, “if any more 
economic problem confronts the 
country than the conservation, ex- 
tension and proper utilization of 
our forest wealth.”

IS TRADE TREND 


Bank Survey ‘Expects Only 
Moderate Expansion 


Power Assisted 
by Employment Gains 


Corporations Serive to Avoid 
Industrial W aste 


Tendencies toward stabilization, 
following the downward reaction 
in some lines of production and in 
general commodity and security 
prices were the features of the 
business situation this month, re- 
ports the “Guaranty Survey,” just 
issued by the Guaranty Trust Com- 
pany of New York. 

“Increases in some branches of 
trade and industrial activity are 
offeet by declines elsewhere,” the 
Survey continues. “In some de- 
gree this irregularity is a seasona! 
phenomenon. Renewed rtrength in 
security prices has been shown in 
recent weeks, and commodity 
prices generally have been steadi- 


“The net result of recent devel- 
opments, it appears, is that bus 
ness as a whole is proceeding in «a 
fairly satisfactory manner. There 
is no evident basis for expecting 
more than a moderate expansion in 
the Immediate future: neither is a 
general depression in sight. Prob- 
ably not until crop prospecte be- 
come more clearly defined, at the 
earliest, will any marked depar- 
ture from the present scale of gen- 
eral activity occur, aside from nor- 
mal seasonal variations in particu- 
lar fields. 

“Retall trade hag been especial- 
ly well sustained. Weekly car 
loadings still exceed last year's fig- 
urés but occasionally fall below 
those for 1923. Bank clearings in 
the country as a whole. having 
made a new record for March, fur- 
ther attest the large volume of 
current business. The continuing 
high level of purchasing power in 
general is supported increased 
employment in manufacturing in- 
dustries. 

“The current decline in opera- 
tions at the steel milis follows a 
period of extraordinarily large pro- 
duction. The daily rate of steel 
ingot output in March was slight- 
ly larger than in February and 
practically identical with the max- 
mum rate, reported a year earlier. 
New orders declined in March and 
a further slackening in operations 
is thereby indicated. 

“The seasonal increase tn bulld- 
ing operations last month exceed. 
ed expectations. 

“The inventory situation in gen- 
eral is more favorable than it was 
4 year ago. Hand-te-mouth buy- 
ing has come to be accepted as & 
relatively permanent feature of 
merchandising, and seems to repre- 


sent on the whole a stabilizing in- per 


fluence. 
"There ta evidence of Increasing 
reliance upon systematic co-opera- 


tion in industry for the lessening |

forma. Every step in this direc- 


tien provides an enduring saf 
guard against misfortune when 
general conditions are unfavorable 
and a etrengthening of the bases 
of profit-making at all times. 

“And in the conduct of the pub- 
lic business also unremitting 
watchfulness is necessary. Business 


men rightly desire every encour- 
agement for proper governmental

Plant Ouners’ Chief Seeks 
Let-up on Price Rise 
Decision as to Proposal is 

Expected Today 


Terrorism Campaign Goes

Possibility of a solution of sad 
factor in the turmoil in the clean- 
ing and dyeing industry of the 
Southland came last night. Thom- 
as P. Endicott, director-general of 
the Plant Owners’ Association of 
Cleaners and Dyers, ap ed to 
members of his organization to 
abandon attempts to enforce a 
price rise on retailers, to withdraw 
all literature and window cards 
bearing the new rate scale and to | 
accept wholesale work 6ffered by | 
both union and nonunion agencies. 

Two meetings, one in Endicott’s 
offices in the Marsh-Strong Build- 
ing and the other at the Alexan- 
dria, were conducted for discus- 
sion of the situatidn. Decision on 
the questions involved is expected 
to be announced today. 

Endicott's action came after a 
four-hour conference with repre- 
sentatives of the police radical 
squad, the City Prosecutor's and 
District Attorney's offices. These 
representatives, following the con- 
ference, mated their investigation 
of the situation. which is to de- 
termine whether a conspiracy in 
restraint of trade has existed in 
the industry, will continue until 
such time as all available evi- 
dence has been gathered. 


TERRORISM GOFS ON 


Meanwhile a campaign of ter- 
rorism which has resulted in two 
bombings and other outlawry con- 
tinued throughout the day. Two 
independent cleaners suffered when 
fusillades of bricks huried from 
passing automobiles crashed 
through plate glass fronts. Others 
report they were subjected to in- 
timidation which, u is averred 
by the independents, emanates 
from union headquarters in Labor 
Temple, where A. 8. Glasman of 
Chicago and Jack Moore, presi- 
dent and secretary of Cleaners and 
Dyers’ Local No. 176, are attempt- 
ing to make a closed shop of the 
industry in Los Angeles. 

Should the Endicott proposal | 
to his membership be accepted, it | 
is expected that prices, which for | 
the last few days have been 
higher than usual, will drop in 
many sections of the city. 

Endicott w said to have re- 
vealed during his conference with 
the officials that the real purpose 
of his organization was pot to 414 
the unions in enforcing a price 
rise but to reorganize the entire 
industry in order that a system 
whereby a union of drivers work- 
ing on a commission basis caa 
control the trade and force the 
wholesalers to pay them a 40 per 
cent royaity on all work they turn 
in, may be abolished. This cus- 
tom, it is said, has been prevalent 
in Los Angeles for several years, 
virtually all the wholesale plants 
being dependent for their bual- 
ness upon the whims of the driv- 
ers who own thelr own routes 
and exercise their right to take 
their, business anywhere they 
please without notice. 


GOOD FAITH OFFER 

To assure the good faith of the 
plant owners in this enterprise of 
antiunionism, Endicott said each 
member of his organization, in ad- 
dition to signing a contract, had 
deposited a $6000 cash or nego- 
tiable security bond, the money 
now being held by a i6cal bank 
in the name of the association, In- 
asmuch as some 125 plant own- 
ers are members of the associa- 
tion, the total of securities de- 
posited weuld be approximately 
$625,000. 

Just how the association intends 
to eliminate the drivers’ union, 
Endicott did not state, it * was 
said. Endicott, in réturn for his 
services for consolidation and bet- 
terment of the industry, Is to re- 
ceive 3 per cent of the gross busi- 
ness of the wholesalere who are 
members of his organization and 
1 per cent of the gross business 
of retall members. 

Endicott, during the conference, 
turned over *4 the officials the con- 
stitution, by-laws and minute 
books pf the association, copies 
of all contracts signed. by members 
and other documentary evidence. 
They welcomed he sald, a full 
quiry into the association's affairs 
and denied any intent on the as- 
sociation's part to violate any law. 

The majority of the complaints 
so far received by investigating 
agencies concern asserted action 
by members of Endicott’s associa- 
tion as well as by union drivers 
and retailers. 


PRICE BOOKLETS 


Tt was determined yesterday 
that booklets announcing the price 
rise. and which were later distrib- 
uted not only by the association 
but also by unionists, were printed 
In the plant of the City Dye 
Works, an organizetion which. 
while not actual members of the 
association. according to Endi- 
cott, has signed a separate agree- 
ment to enforce the price increase 
and abide by some of the dictates 
of the association's rules. 


Independent retallers have com- 
plained that members 6f the as- 
sociation, notably the United 
Cleaners and Dyers. Inc., have re 
peatediy refused to accept their 
work despite the fact that in some 
eases they had been steady cus- 
tomers of the concern for as long 
as ten years. Drivers for these con- 
cerns, it ie averred, have told re- 
tallers that their work would not 
be acceptable until after the re- 


tallers in question had joined the 
union agreed to enforce the 
price rise. 


Endicott, on the contrary. told 
officials that his organization, in- 
stead of tacitly aiding the unlon, 
was in fact antiunion in character 
and purpose, it Was stated. 


Further conferences between 
the association heads and officials 
are expected to occur today.

Judge Refuses Decree to Woman Who Complained That

Biltmore 
Plant Switches 
to Gas for Fuel 


The first unit of the Biltmore’s 
power plant began operating with 
natural gas ae fuel instead of ofl 
yesterday. In a few days all the 
half-dozen boilers will have been 
fitted for burning gas, which is 
supplied by the Southern Califor- 
nia Gas Company. 

“The change was made to cut 
down cost of operation,” said L. 
M. Glodell, chief engineer at the 
Biltmore. “We can cut down our 
monthly fuel bill $500 to $600 by 
using gas.” 

The Biltmore’s plant furnishes 
all the power and light used by the 
hotel and the Biltmore Theater. It 
also furnishes all the steam for 
the kitchens. 

“In December our plant gen- 
erated 14,000,000 pounds of steam,” 
said Mr. Glodell. We require about 
22,000,000 cubic feet of gas month- 
ly. We generate enough power in 
a day to take the hotel on a long 
tour if it could be p on 
wheels.”

prise is in store in the Wanderwel 
travel pictures now showing at the 
Phitharmonic Auditorium.
